Frozen Wheat for Feed 


Good Results Obtained In Experi- 
ments at Ottawa and Guelph 

Fach year there is a certain amount 
of frozen wheat throughout the west, 
and in some yearg there is consider- 
able of it placed on the market, Some- 
times it is sufficiently injured to ren- 
der it unfit for milling, and yet be 
practically equal to sound wheat for 
feeding purposes. Frozen wheat 
varies much in character depending 
upon the degree of maturity reached 
by the grain before being frozen. 

Sxperiments in feeding swine with 
frozen wheat have been conducted at 
the Central experimental Farm. lour 
lots were fed on frozen wheat only, 
and eight lots on wheat combined 
with other feeds. 

The pigs in the two lots fed on No. 
1 frozen wheat averaged 223.8 pounds 
at the commencement and made an 
average daily gain of .86 pounds; it 
}took 400 pounds of meal to make a 
100 pounds of guin. 

The two lots fed on No, 2 wheat, 
contrary to what we might expect,
